received timing" taken together and taken in the overall context of independent 
claim 22. 

Dependent claims 23-27 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
claim 22 is allowable. 

None of the prior art of record either taken alone or taken in any possible 
combination would anticipate or would tend to render obvious Applicants' claimed 
method as set forth in independent claim 28 that is particularly characterized at 
least by "second step "third step and "fourth step ..." of the method of 
claim 28 taken together and taken in the overall context of independent claim 28. 

Dependent claims 29-32 are allowable for at least the reasons for which 
claim 28 is allowable.
